NAVAL TORTURE, 
A 

A Navel Court Martial bas been held at Plymonth upon 
Lieut. Charles Tovey Leaver, late Commander of the 
Martial sloop of_war, charged with having’ caused the 
death of aboy named John Ansell, hy wflicting upon him 
frequent, severe, excessive, and illegal punishments ;— 
and fur oeglecting to insert in the returns of punishmeots 
the names of the said boy and others of the crew.—From 
the evidence of 15 of the crew, (among whom were the 
mates of the gunoer, carpeoter, and boatswain, and Cie 
clerk of the sloop) it appeared that the boy Ansell had a 
weakness upon him, occasioved by bis heing Rugged twice 
with a cat-o’nine-tails, shortly alter joining the ship, for 
neglecting the pigs, | In consequence of this.weakness, the 
hoy did not keep hinsel€ cleans and Lieut. Leaver ¢anséd 
him very frequently.to be severely flogged, though the 
boy alledged he could pot help it—hut the Lieutenant said 
he should punish him till he could. At onetime, the boy 
was flogged by four men, cach giving. him half a duzen 
lashes; al another.time, he was lashed toa hucket,. put 
into the coal-hole, and kept there a day aud anight, with 
only a waistcvat and trowsers on him:—in the morving 
he was again flogged, carried cown (ihe poor creature 
could not walk), and laid onder @ table naked, his loins 
downwards very much bruised and in a state of mortitica- 
tion... Ina week after this, he was cobbed (an unautho 
rized mode of punishment) hauled on deck, with a rope, 
and scrubbed with salt-water and a brush, though he bad 
large wounds all over his body, his bones could-be seen 
through, and bis feet were mortified. At one time, after 
he had received three doacn lashes, Lieut. Leaver woul! 
have giveo him more, had not. fhe surgeon interfered, 
wim said that the boy would die if be was puvished any 
were on the back. The Lieutenant awewered, that he 
would rather kill him than keep such a dieiybrate ia the 
ship, . Ik wae after. having, received a scrubbing in the 
nurniog that he died, his body turning quite black in bal? 
an hour afler. When, Lieut. Leaver was told of- it, he 
desired the clerk to read prayers wver the body, as he wauld 
not read them over such a dirty wretch. The clerk did aa, 
aud when service was over, he informed the Lieutenant of 
it, who made no.vhservation, but whistled.—In his defence, 
Lieut. Leaver ascribed the accusation tu the jwalice of sume 
of the crew, a whom he had sume pecuniary demanils ; 
he said that, want of mouey, end the death of the surgeon, 
had deprived him of many evidences, which would have 
tended tu establish. his innocence g and that he bad twice 
solicited the Admirally to investigale his conduct.~-The 
affidavit of Afr, Reed, late Acting Maser of the Martial, 
stated that Lieutenant Leaver. was of a mild-and lenient 
natore; and, in.bis opinion, the dissalisfaction of the ¢rew.
